There is nothing so 
quick about the m ovem ents of so 
big a lighter than air ship as to 
require so instant action to nrevent 
accident.” 
This confidence of the builder and 
test idiot of the ZR-1 is felt also 
by C aptain McCrary, commander 
of L akehurst naval air station, the 
home of the giant Navy ship, and 
the man who probably will be in 
command of the ship when she sails 
for fie North Pole. 
Because of accidents which h ap ­ 
pened to the N avy’s first two big 
lighter than air ships, the Roma, 
built in Ita ly for the United States 
governm ent and 
the 
R.-38, built 
in England fo r this country, both 
of which were destroyed with heavy 
loss of life, Admiral Moffett gave 
his 
own 
word 
and 
pledg­ 
ed thy word 
of the 
United States 
Navy th a t the ZR-1 would he built 
so safely no accident could occur. Test 
flights, navy 
officers have 
agreed, 
have made good these pledges. 
Calculations made afte r the historic 
trip of the g re a t silver ship over New 
York aud Philadelphia, September ll, 
showed that it has a factor of safety, 
under the most adverse weather con­ 
ditions, of 2.(5. 
This announcement 
was made by Commander Weycrbach- 
er and it was explained that the m ost 
adversa w eather conditions would be 
cyclonic. 
Not a rivet was driven in the giant 
bridge like structure of tho ship until 


the m an who was to drive it had quali­ 
fied in a school created by Commander 
W eyerbacher to teach every feature 
of the work. 
Not a cable was spliced 
or fastened until a IDG per cent dip­ 
loma had been given th a t particular 
workm an who was to perform the 
operation. 
Millions of pieces of metal, nearly 
all of it duralum in, a new m etal m ade 
of aluminum copper and 
maganese, 
were used in the fram e work of the 
ZR-1. 
The fabricating of this m etal 
was done a t the naval aircraft factory 
in Philadelphia and every article which 
went into the m aking of the ship was 
transported to L akehurst by m otor 
truck. Lieut. R. G. M ayer had charge 
of the engineering work during the 
fabricating processes and the same 
rigid insistance was displayed in every 
operation at the naval airc ra ft factory. 
Eagle eyes of Adm iral Moffett and 
other high navy officers in W ashington 
were on every move made during the 
entire year of construction. 
W ith the ship depending altogether 
on her m otors for driving through 
the air and largely on them for “leav­ 
ing the ground and landing Lieutenant 
S. S. Halliburton, who is in charge 
of the m otor equipment, conducted 
tests which, it is asserted, were more 
severe than ever 
before had been 
givon an aircraft motor. 
They were 
obliged to run continuously 300 hours 
without faltering and 
w ithout any 
w ear of any of the parts. 
When the m otors first were con­ 
sidered by the navy departm ent it w as 
determined th a t they as well as all 
other parts of the ship could be built 
as well by American workmen 
in 


American shops as any place else in 
the world. 
Specifications 
for an 
ideal a irc ra ft m otor were w ritten by 
the navy’s engineers in W ashington. 
These were sent to a number of motor 
building companies with the request' 
th a t motors meeting such specifica­ 
tions be designed and built. 
The six m otors chosen for the ship 
wore designed and built by the Pack­ 
ard Motor Car Company. 
Each has 
300 horse power, giving the ship a 
total of 1,800 horse power, sufficient 
to drive h er 70 miles an hour. 
Com­ 
mander W eyerbacher 
expects 
them 
to run 1,000 hours without being over­ 
hauled. 
The ZR -1 is 080 feet long, 78 feet 
at hor g rea te st diam eter and OO feet 
high, including the power curs. 
She 
has a helium gas capacity of 2,150,000 
cubic feet and weighs nearly 100,000 
pounds with all her equipment and her 
nine officers and 22 petty officer3. 
The helium gas which serves to 
keep the ship afloat is contained in 22 
bags made of rubber coated fabric 
lined with gold-beaters skins. 
This 
gas which is non-inflammable is ob­ 
tained from natural 
gas wells iii 
Texas and Kansas. 
It is tho use of 
such gas th a t gives the ship one of 
her g reatest factors of safety. 
She 
could not explode as other airships 
have done and if she broke in two 
Commander W eyerbacher 
and Capt. 
Heinen agree that she would simply 
settle to the ground a t a speed no 
g rea te r than th a t of a parachute. 
Riding in the ZR-1 is like floating 
on a cloud. 
There is barely any 
perceptible sense o f motion. 
Even in 
“bum py” air such as was encountered* 


over Philadelphia the nose of the ship 
simply rises and falls in great sweep­ 
ing arcs so large that the movement 
4s almost imperceptible to those on 
the ship. 
There is no noise and of course no 
dust or dirt. 
The motors are located 
so far from pasenger com partm ents 
th a t they cannot be heard. 
Added to 
this the rxivy has developed a new 
muffler which fits over ther exhaust 
manifold and reduces the noise, a l­ 
though, its prim ary purpose is to cool 
the exhaust gases. 
Because of the g re a t cost of helium 
and the necessity of conserving it, 
the navy 
departm ent 
has been at 
work for a long time trying to devise 
some meajis by which w ater can be 
condensed out of the engine exhaust 
gases. 
This, it is asserted, now has 
been accomplished and with the ,ac­ 
complishment has come one yf .toe, 
biggest factors for the economic oper­ 
ation of airships of the ZR-1 type! 
W ithout the recovery of watoipfpym 
the exhausts of the motors tbWM 
big lost* of weight as gasoline is con­ 
sumed for power. 
This loss of bal­ 
last has to be compensated for in a f­ 
fecting a landing by the release of the 
precious helium gas. 
It is believed 
by 
Captain 
McCrary, 
Commander 
Meyerbacher and Captain Heinen th a t 
the helium now in the ZR-t is suffi­ 
cient to keep the ship afloat two years 
w ithout any replenishing of the gas 
if the w ater recovery system can be 
installed. 
W ithin a short time the ZR-1 will 
# begin making flights all over America, 
visiting every principal city.
